The EBCI Tribal Option is the primary care case management entity (PCCMe) created by the 
Cherokee Indian Hospital Authority (CIHA). It manages the primary care needs of federally 
recognized tribal members and others who qualify for services through Indian Health Service 
(IHS) and live in Cherokee, Haywood, Graham, Jackson or Swain County or in a neighboring 
county of the 5-county region. 

The EBCI Tribal Option includes care coordination by Vaya Health for a mental health disorder, 
substance use disorder, developmental disability or traumatic brain injury.
